Beno was nearly wiped out by a fire, 
She had hardly recovered from thai 
affliction when this second visitation 
overtakes her, producing at least 
temporary paralysis and business 
prostration. 


The less-in of these frequent con- 


flagrations is plain. It teaches that 
cities and villages in exposed and 
isolated positions, whose dependence 
against the oconrreno of fires rest en- 
tirely upon their own exertions, 
must be better prepared to repel the 
attacks. In localities where there is 
plenty of room for building, and 
lands are cheap, the streets should 
tie so wide as to enable the flames to 
be confined to the block in which 
they originate. Where there is less 
room, fire-proof buildings, with pro- 
acting fire-walls, plenty of water, a 
sufficient quantity of hose, enough 
engines, and a well organized Fire 
Department, are among the ess^n- 
ials which will go a long way in 
providing security. In nearly every 
nstauco where fire has attained the 
mastery, some of these necessary safe- 
guards, if not all of them, have been 
wanting. 
According to the state- 


ments received from the Virginia 
ity conflagration, the water sources 


were abundant, but the supply on 
laud inadequate. The cisterns gave 
out at the very time when the most 
iressing demand was made upon 
hem. 
The heat in the narrow and 


ind irregular streets was so intense 
as to drive the firemen out o,f them, 
whose hose was left to be destroyed, 
and whose management, if the r>c- 
counts be correct, was inefficient to 
the last degree. 


R»no will recover, nnd so will Vir- 


ginia City; but the destitution ut the 
present, in both instances, is such as 
to excite commiseration. In the for- 
jner, the insurance will cover a large 
part of the losses. As relates to the 
latter, it remains to be ascertained to 
what extent there was insurance, 
how far the insurance offices have 
sustained injury by the calamity, 
and what percentage of losses they 
will be enabled to pay t>ince taken 
thus suddenly and at so great a dis- 
advantage. As there is seldom ttny 
great misfortune without some com- 
pensating gain, tho rebuilding of 
Virginia will give employment to a 
great many .workmen; but the com- 
munity nt large, nevertheless, luive 
sustained a shock which has consid- 
erably deranged business. However, 
the people of this coast hive im- 
mense resources and ore vastly recu- 
perative. It will not titke them long 
to recover their accustomed oqua 
nimity.
